SOLDIERS GIVEN 
THE POWER 
TO ARREST. 


President’s Proclamation W as Not a 
Formal Suspension of Civil Pro­ 
cesses But W as Almost Its Equiv­ 
alent—No Serious Outbreaks Re­ 
ported in any Part of the City. 


Ch ic a g o, 
July 9 .—Everything is 
quiet around the stock yards today 
and no trouble has been reported from 
any part of the city. 
Some 
three 
thousand additional regulars will be 
in the city before night. 
The first of 
them arrived at noon today from the 
west. 
The city is practically under mili­ 
tary law today. The president’s proc­ 
lam ation demanding th at people oth­ 
erwise engaged do not congregate in 
the streets or public places especially 
refers to railroad yards. 
The m ilitary 
has a right t:> make arrests without 
court 
process. 
Orders have been 
given to shoot all rioters. Tho presi­ 
dent's proclamation reads as follows: 
“In view of the provisions of the 
statutes and for the purpose of giving 
ample w arning to all innocent and 
well-disposed persons, the President 
lias deemed it best to issue a procla­ 
m ation to-night. This does not change 
t. e scope of your authority and du­ 
ties, nor your relation to the local 
authorities. 
You will please make 
this known to Mayor Hopkins.’’ 
The proclamation of the President 
declares the necessity for severe action 
rad warns alii law abiding citizens to 
remain away from scenes of rio t The 
proclam ation concludes: “While there 
will be hesitation or vacillation in the 
decisive treatm ent of the guilty, this 
w arning is especially intended to pro­ 
tect anil save..the innocent.” 
The President’s proclam ation is the 
action which Gen. Miles has desired 
from the beginning, as it will give 
him more ample authority in the city* 
The action taken by the President is 
considered equivalent to a declaration 
of m artial law.

BLOOD AT HAMMOND 
FOLLOWED BY QUIET 


NO 
DISTURBANCE 
SINCE THE 
SUNDAY 
BATTLE. 


One Man W as Killed and Three W ere 
W ounded—United States Regulars 
Shoot to Kill—Sixteen Companies 
of Militia Sent to the Scene—Illin­ 
ois May Co operate. 


H am m ond, Ind., July 9.—Riot broke 
forth in 
Hammond late 
Saturday 
night and raged until 3:30 p. rn. Blood 
was shed as a direct attem pt on the 
part of the strikers to interfere with 
the operation of a wrecking train in 
charge of Caph W. I. H artz of the F if­ 
teenth infantry. 
The tuain had been 
sent out to clear the Monon tracks of 
box cars, passenger coaches, and other 
obstructions placed there by the riot­ 
ers. 
The work progressed satisfac­ 
torily and only one box car remained. 
This was about one mile the other side 
of Hammond. 
While the wrecker was 
a t work on this news came to Capt. 
Hartz th at a t a siding juncture be­ 
tween him and the city a mob was en­ 
gaged in turning over a Pullm an car, 
which would block the tracks behind 
him. 
The captain with some men at 
once went to the scene and ordered 
the mob to disperse. 
He was not 
obeyed and the shooting commenced. 
The crowd was dispersed after the 
second volley. 
The dead: 
FLEISCHER, CARL, carpenter, of Ham­ 
mond ; instantly killed. 
The injured: 
Campbbll, W. H., 215 Truman street; 
phot through the right side. 
F leming, Miss, South Chieago; w ounded 
above left knee. 
Scitbr, V ictor, shot through the knee. 
News of the conflict reached Chi­ 
cago within a few m inutes and a call 
for assistance reached Gen. Miles. 
A 
special on the Michigan Central was 
made up, and on it were placed three 
companies of 
regulars. 
It 
went 
through w ithout 
any trouble and 
reached Hammond at 4:30, just as the 
wrecker was pulling out for Chicago. 
The arrival of the train bad a wonder­ 
fully calming effect on the mob which 
surged around the depot, but it re­

However, they did not go farther 
than the state line, when the traiu 
was stopped by an infuriated mob and 
the engineer was asked to leave his 
engine. 
This he did w ithout hesita­ 
tion, but the strikers were not satis­ 
fied and fired stones, coupling pins 
and other missies at the engineer, fire­ 
man and brakeman. 
The engine was 
in charge of Engineer McLain, who 
was injured about the face and head. 
Firem an Cooper was also injured in a 
like manner, while Brakeman Xicol 
was dealt with more severely, he hav­ 
ing been struck with a coupling pin 
over the left eye in addition to receiv­ 
ing several ojther bruises on the body. 
This ended all attem pts toward run­ 
ning trains on the Michigan Central, 
as the sheriff and his deputies were 
j unable to render any assistance.

The Inland o f A tlantis. 
Among projected enterprises is one 
for the form ation of an island, ten or 
eleven miles out at sea, off the coast 
of Long Island, w ith the object of es­ 
tablishing there a summer hotel, for 
the benefit of citizens who wish to 
keep cool and avoid mosquitoes dur­ 
ing hot weather. 
The projector of 
this enterprise, Mr. Charles Coen, and 
a party of coadjutors w ent out re­ 
cently in a steam er and selected the 
spot, planting thereon a buoy with an 
attached white flag with a single red 
star. 
The w ater at the selected place 
has a depth of about 70 feet. 
It is 
proposed to sink a group of sixty iron 
caissons each 15 feet in diam eter and to 
erect the hotel building upon them. 
The spot selected is claimed to be out­ 
side the jurisdiction of the United 
States or any other nation; hence the 
corporation will be subject to no taxes 
and will be subject to no laws except 
its own legislation. 
A tlantis is to be 
the name of the new territory. 
There 
is nothing impracticable in the forma­ 
tion of an island in the manner pro­ 
posed, and no great engineering diffi­ 
culty stands in the way. 
Its accom­ 
plishm ent is chiefly a financial ques­ 
tion. 
If the money is forthcoming— 
one million dollars is the estim ated 
cost—the island can soon be created. 
The parties claim they can command 
the funds.
